The $293 figure does not take into 
account depreciation. The average 
life of a passenger 
cording to computation of the Fed- 
eral government, is approximately 
seven years. During 1928 the aver- 
age retail price of passenger cars 
was $875, which, based on a seven- 
year life expectancy, would mean 
an average depreciation of $125 per 
year. 

From this figure, plus the aver- 
age upkeep cost of $293, it will be 
seen that the general average cost 
of operation, plus depreciation, 
was $418 per year, or approxi- 
mately $1.14 per day. The com- 
parable figure for 1927 shows 
that the average cost of opera- 
tion, plus depreciation, was $365 
for that year, or one dollar per 
day.

His replace- 
ment parts cost him $55, while his 
average tire bill, during the year, 
was An average of $21 
expended for accessories.

Detroit, July 22.—The two mil- 
lionth Model A_ Ford will be 
turned out Wednesday of this 
week. It took thirteen months 
to build the first million, while 
the second million required only 
six months and twenty days, or 
half the time. Henry Ford said 
the next million cars will be built 
in less than six months’ time. 
Green Island, N. Y., July 22.—The 

plant here of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany may be producing the world’s 
supply of Ford radiators within the 
next half year, it was learned to- 
day, with announcement by offi- 
cials that the company was consid- 
ering doing away with the only 
other radiator plant at Dearborn, 
Mich., and centralizing the output 
here. 

Since the Highland Park radiator 
department was moved to this dis- 
trict three months ago, the Green 
Island factory has been turning out 
6,000 radiators a day, almost double 
the daily output at Dearborn. 

In expanding the radiator de- 
partment at Green Island, addi- 
tional floor space and a large 
number of new workers will be 
necessary. The present working 
force of 2,600 is the largest in the 
history of the plant and approxi- 
mately one-half of this number 
are manufacturing radiators. The

United States a set-back. 

It is reported that production 
also is gaining some at Canadian 
plants. Farmers of the Dominion 
were from five to six weeks late 
in their work and this was reflect- 
ed in purchases in May and June. 
At one time nearly all of the cars 
made in Canada were for export. 

However, this condition did not 
last very long. 

Of course, some of the factories 
are making ready to announce new 
models. Other factories will not 
make their announcements until 
later in the year. Buying had not 
been retarded at any point in the 

country due to anticipated new mod- 
els, according to report 

Production for the month un- 
doubtedly will be some lower than 
in June, as the factories got away 
to poor starts during the first 
week or so on account of holidays 
and the fact that some of the 
plants either closed down or 
slowed up in order to give their 
employees vacations. 

Many cars are being made for ex- 
port at the present time and this 
will be a great aid in keeping pro- 
duction at high levels.

‘Repair Bill Seizure | 
Of Mortgaged Car 
Illegal, Court Holds 


Olvmpia, Wash., Julv 22.—An au- 
tomobile on which a first mortgage 
is sstill pending through a condi- 
tional sales contract cannot be 
seized and sold for an unpaid re- 
pair bill, according to a ruling of 
the Washington State Supreme 
Court. 
| The Supreme Court ruled this in 
| reversing a decree of the Thurston 
| County Superior Court, which had 
| denied relief to the North Pacific 
| Bank of South Tacoma. The bank 
held a conditional sales contract 
covering an automobile purchased 
June 1, 1927, by Frank Errigo, a 
minor living in Thurston county. 

Errigo made regular monthly pay- 
ments on the contract until Decem- 
ber, 1927, when he incurred a re- 
pair bill of $115 on the automobile. 
W. P. Goodpasture, Olympia garage 
man, who made the repairs, collect- 
ed $50 of this but was unable to col- 
lect the final $65 from Errigo. He 
finally sold the automobile on a 
Justice Court judgment to obtain 
the balance of his money. 

The Supreme Court ruling directs 
that the bank must be paid $695.

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Motorways Commission | 


HEN Congress reconvenes, there will be offered for its 

consideration much legislation of vital interest to the 
automotive industry. Among the bills will be a measure 
introduced by Senator Phipps of Colorado and cae on 
tive Robison of Kentucky calling for the appointment of a 
motorways commission to consider the question of a nz ott 
system of express highways to provide for high speeds and 
through motor traffic. 

The sponsors of this measure would create a system of 
highways providing lanes for fast traffic in the center and 
for slower moving vehicles on the outside, with all traffic 
at intersections operating on different levels. In other words, 
there would be no traffic crossings at grade. 

That there is need for such a system of national express 
roads cannot be questioned. The motor vehicle is only partly 
efficient because its means of travel are only partly efficient. 
Rapidity of movement is the prime advantage of the motor 
vehicle, with mobility and other coincident qualities, but 
the speed with which the vehicle can get from place to place 
is its basic superiority over other means of transportation. 

The whole question of a national system of express; 
routes will center about the matter of expense, exactly as| 
urban traffic reform hinges on that problem. We could 
make our city streets entirely safe and nearly completely 
efficient if the expense of separating all the various forms 
and movements of traffic was not prohibitive. Building rural 
express routes would not entail the same staggering first 
cost that remaking our city streets would entail. And in both 
cases the increased efficiency of the means of communica- 
tion would probably pay interest and retirement funds on the 
investment. 

The move for a motorways commission of unsalaried 
executives wil] be watched with interest.

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Stocks Resist ‘Bear’ Drives in 


LOSSES SMALL IN 
HEAVY ONSLAUGHT 


Hudson and Studebaker 
Exhibit Signs of | 
Real Strength

EW YORK, July 22.—| 
Automotive stocks on the 
various exchanges in the past 
week were forced to meet fur- 
ther selling, which they did| 
for the most part in good 
shape. 
Although other sections of the 
general stock market were strong. 
the automotive group continued to 
show reactionary tendencies and to 
be without leaders. The shares of 
passenger car, accessory, equipment 
and tire manufacturers are gener- 
ally being left to their own re- 
sources by Wall Street and 
result are subject to heaviness 

Despite this “bearishness,” the 
stocks generally are holding up 
well, few serious losses having 
been scored during the past week. 
With the exception of the tire 
and truck groups, the average 
prices are still well above the low 
levels of the year and the present 
reaction will have to be much 
more severe before there is danger 
oc the passenger car and acces- 
sory groups sagging to new lows. 

There were signs of real strength 
among some of the automotive 
stocks in the past week's trading 
notably Hudson Motor Car Com- 
pany and the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion of America. Hudson, perhaps 
the recipient of more favorable talk 
in the past few weeks than any 
other automotive stock, lost only 
one-quarter of a point in the week 
and Studebaker, with favorable 
earnings for the first half esti- 
mated, gained seven-eighths of a 
point 

But the stocks that usually lead 
the automotive market, such as 
General Motors, Chrysler and Pack- 
ard, were heavy, meeting selling on 
all upward bulges. General Motors' 
went to a new low figure for the 
year at 67%, and closed one point 
above this mark. Chrysler contin- 
ued to be weak, failing to get 
started, but did not hit the low for 
the year, 66 

Graham -Paige Hupp. Marmon, | 
Nash and Willys-Overland were 
other weak spots. 

Auburn Automobile Company 
continued to hold up well and ac- 
tually made a gain in the week, |} 
going from 373 to 376%. j 

On the Curb Market, the Frank- 
lin Manufacturing Company stock | 
showed signs of strength and 
gained 2's points, from 40 to 42's, 
on good production and earnings 
news from Syracuse.

The trucks closed the 
week at 37.13, a decline of 1 point 
from the previous week, while the 
tire company group fell off 1.84, 
points to 59.76 for a new low mark. 
The truck low of 37.13 compares 
with a high of the year of 47.02, 
while the rubber mark of 59.76 com- 
pares with a top of 72.06. Both of 
these groups showed losses in each 
of the past two weeks 

The average price of the twenty 
passenger car company stocks 
dropped from 63.90 to 62.66, a loss 
of 1.24 points, this comparing with 
a high of 65.73, made on July 6, 
and a low of 55.70, reached on 
June 1. 

The average price of the acces- 
sory and equipment group closed at 
72.09 on Saturday, a loss of 2 points.

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-- True Mirrors for Reflection 


Ray Lyman Wilbur, who is now our Secretary of 
the Interior, was formerly President of Stanford 
University and had a great deal to do with the 
business of education. 

During the past ten years Dr. Wilbur and his 
associates in that field were faced with the big- 
gest problem in the history of education. 

Where thousands of young men and womén once 
actually got to college, there were now hundreds 
of thousands knocking at the doors. And where 
hundreds of thousands of boys and girls had for- 
merly gotten into high school, they now numbered 
over three million! 

A whole new educational system had to be de- 
vised to take care of this unprecedented situation 
that had arisen. It wouldn’t do to throw these 
boys and girls out of high school or out of college. 
It wouldn’t do to let them start in and then drift 
away without arriving at some objective point. 

So Dr. Wilbur and his educational associates 
all over America created a system of junior 
high schools and junior colleges, thereby mak- 
ing four different points instead of two at which 
a boy or a girl could claim to have finished a 
certain definite part of an educational course. 

It is hard to estimate the value of this new edu- 
cational movement to the great mass of American 
people. 

Twenty years ago, or even so late as ten years 
ago, Jim Smith, or Jim Smith’s son, somewhere 
along the line just ‘‘dropped out of school’”’ and 
went hunting a job, either because of the need of 
money or the lack of time. In either case his ‘‘start’’ 
in real life began with some sort of a ‘‘failure’’ 
in school life. 

Today Jim Smith’s sons and daughters, in hun- 
dreds of thousands of cases, are able successfully 
to reach one of those four finishing points, so 
that the “start” of their real life now begins with 
a “success” in their school life. 

And the difference in the attitude in those “suc- 
cessful” sons and daughters is responsible for the 
difference in the attitude of the whole American 
people. This is one of the two reasons why Amer- 
ica’s great Experiment at Social Equality was able 
to get under way. 

Indeed, when you take the results of this new 
educational system together with our new 
economic system, you have the whole of the 
great, new True Story of American life as we 
see it today. 

Now in these last few years when we turn to
